Tienion rnau who made the grave charge 
that the proprietors of the H-UTOW hotel, iu 
NockauiUou, a-ud the Bucisville hotel, wure 
responsible for Ilia deuh of ihe writer's 
father. ^ 1'lie letter -charged tliat the man 
uad become so intoxicated at ontTof these 
hotels that when he departed for the other 
the laudtur-] was obliged to assist in putting 
him iu a wagon, a.id that upnu arriving ut 
the second inn he was given liquor to the 
exteut '.hat he di.'d. 
The court directed the 


District, Attoiney to investigate the charge, 
and stated that it would be well fjr the 
Coroner lo look into such cases instead of 
devoiiug so much tuna to le*a important 
mailers.

THE BOERS AS THEY ARE. 


IHE 
AFRICAN WAB CHAIIACTEBIZ19D BY 0KB 


WHO HAS BKEN THEBE AS A JDST WAE. 
E. G. Landrelh, whose relatives are 


Bristol's well known citizens, has lived in 
the South African Republic and writes in- 
terestingly as follows, concerning the Boers, 
tbe Uitianders, and the causes which led up 
10 the present conflict: 


The entire press of Ihe civilized world 


has interested itself in the present conflict 
in South Africa, and the various articles 
published from time to lime open up a large 
field of thought; and whether the war is 
just or which side is in the right is left far 
(be individual thinker to decide for himself, 
and if he does, not follow one trend of 
thought loo closely, and is open to convic- 
tion, he will Bud there are times whan new 
ideas present themselves which better enable 
him to formulate his opinions. 


We ofiimes speak of war as being unjust 


and crue.1, yet we glory in our preeeut civil- 
ization'and forget that the pages of history 
would practically be a blank if progressive- 
ness and enlightenment bad not forced itself 
upon the non-progressive and indolent, races 
which for cei'turies have struggled in their 
attempt to check the growth of progress. 
For this reason I think we are justified in 
calling the war in South Africa a just war; 
and my personal experience in the Boer's 
country has led me to believe me that higher 
civilization is badly needed. This will result 
through the agency at this war, and whether 
Boer or Britain triumphs it will have a 
stimulating effect upon the people and the 
Boer's couutiy will be opened up in spue of 
his own obstinacy—and is this not progress? 
This war is certainly one for the advuuce- 
meLt of progress if there was ever one waged, 
and I believe that England is not fighting 
for selfish aggrandisement or the annexation 
of territory, as the press of jealous Europe 
aud its sympathizers in this country would 
have us believe. 
It is true there are many 


good points of argument on both sides, when 
we speak of the Transvaal as a republic, but 
when we find there is a possibility ot its be- 
ing a corrupt government in the shape of au 
oligarchy and disguised as a republic, one 
side of the argument is too strong for the 
other, and England fights a juit war with au 
unjust government. 
I do not .say unjust 


people, for I am eorry for the poor fanners 
who have been dragged into it by their own 
selfish government. 


How many of us heard of the South 


African Boer before tbe outbreak of the 
present war? 
Does he not seem like a new 


race come among us, and have we not lately 
asked what the word "Boer" means? 


Let us look nl the Boer first and then 


study the causes which have led up to the 
war. The Boer is noted for his love of soli- 
tude, aud glories in tbe comforts of peace 
and quietness which prevail around his own 
farm. 
He was much awakened the first 


part of the present century by the dawn of 
enlightenment which came to him when 
South Africa fell into the bauds of the 
English. 
The Boers probably did not ap- 


preciate the English government nuy more 
than we did when they governed us in ihis 
country, but we weie of as good blood as the 
English, and wiih our equal intelligence and 
numbers threw off the yoke of Great Britain. 
The Boers, however, were unintelligent aud 
non-progressive, and they therefore shrank 
trout the belter things of life that were 
offered them, and sought habitation in the 
wildeiness. Onwaid they went, fighting the 
natives and plundering their country. They 
were practically an army of gypsies. 
When 


they settled down they could not govern 
tuemselves, owing to the many factions ex- 
isting, aud as they were threatened with 
complete annihilation by tbe blacks, who 
were after revenge, England came to their 
aid aud saved them from the destruction, 
which they had about brought on tuem- 
selves. 
The English subdued the natives 


and united their people. 
They, however, 


soon revolted, and got the better of the 
English by their hasty aolion. 
Pence pro- 


posals were made which resulted in the 
English allowing the Boers to govern them- 
selves, with England as the Suzerain power. 
L'he English were" glad 10 settle the matter 
in this way rather than war over what ap- 
peaied to be a worthless piece of country, 
aud over which they had already sacrificed 
enough to save a people who despised them, 
and who had left them rather than accept 
their government. It must also be remem- 
bered that the Boers realized that England 
would win if the war continued, but they 
knew the English would give in rather than 
fight. 
This only goes to show the supposed 


worthlessuess of the country theBoeisbad 
settled in. 
The wealth of the country was 


to be learned later and England now regrets 
she did not seek redress for their defeat at 
Majubp, Hill at the proper lime instead of 
doing so in the present war, as the expenso 
would have been practically nil compared 
with the cost at this time. 


It is worth noting the conditions that ex- 


isted in the Transvaal a few years after they 
had been governing themselves, and just 
before the discovery of gold. 
In 1885 the 


Transvaal was a thinly populated country, 
with only 60,000 whites settled over 110,000 
square miles. 
There were no towns or 


trades, and the government was bankrupt 
for taxes could not be collected. 
Now gold 


was long thought to be in the country, so 
foreign prospectors were encouraged to 
come, and President Kruger himself when 
in England tried to interest foreign capital 
to look into the resources of the country 
They came and found minerals of all kinds, 
in abundance, and when gold was discov- 
ered in paying quantities foreign capital 
gladly accepted the invitation, 
The coffers 


of the bankrupt government were quickly 
replenished, for farms that were not worth 
more than $1 00 per acre were sold at tre- 
mendous profits, and the area of land con- 
taining gold, which was previously worth 
$50,OIXt, was now estimated to be worth 
$5,000,000,000, 
The government also sold 


to the foreigners about 3,000,000 acres of 
land in their country. The Boer population 
was soon outnumbered, and their lack of in- 
telligence mode them unable to cope with 
the requirements of the more intellectual 
population. 
They, therefore, saw i possi- 


bility ot their government being wrung from 
them, and they called upon the Hollanders 
to assist them, which they did to the extent 
of practically controlling (he country, and 
they secured monopolies and eonoesaione 
which proved a detriment to the mining in- 
dustry. 
In 1897 the government's revenue 


wan $5,000,000, and with $0,000,000 in the 
bank tuey had tbe best credit of any govern- 
ment in the world, and this was brought 
nbout by foreign capitalists and labor in one 
two-thousandths part of tbe country. 
Here 


has sprung up a modern city called Johan- 
nesburg, and which is practically au English 
colony, though Americans and other nation- 
alities have laige interests there. 
These 


Uitlauders own about half ihe land of the 
country and pay nearly §0 per cent, of the 
taxes, and have no Bay in the upending of 
any of U, which they cbwtre to see done dis- 
crimiuately and for' things which, wl. II bene- 
fit them; instead of being squandered in 
various ways. 
Many mines we're shut 


down, owing to the heavy working ex- 
penses, and, capital became tied up aud 
thousands of people were thrown out of 
work. 
Then the people began tp petition 


the government, but the government would 
do nothing for them, and they, together with 
the monopolists and ooucessiouists, con- 
tinued to make their millions. 
Money was 


put into the storing up of arms and am- 
munition for the anticipated conflict which 
has now cojne about, aud it was pyjojeufly 
their intention to arm the whole population 
of South Africa, for the purpose of putting 
the English out of power in the whole of 
South Africa. 


Tba Uitlander bos had many grievances, 


and we could all appreciate this iact better 
11 we could place ourselves in his position, 
and if we could I am-sure there would not 
be so many Boer sympathisers. How would 
we like to abide by tbe decision of a jury of 
ignorant Boers, who were prejudiced to the 
highest degree, and also live in a country 
where the executive could over-rule the de- 
cisions of the high court. 
The Uitlander 


children could not be taught English in the 
government schools. 
Political participation 


has also been denied the Hitlander. 
There 


•are also many other grievances. Taking the 
matter as a whole, it is a case of ignorance 
and a minority governing capital and intelli- 
gence. ' The latter brought about the govern- 
ment's good financier standing, and the 
position it holds among the world of'nations.

We all know that tbe English government, 
for the benefit of the Uitlauden, wbiob 
meant American, German and otber nation- 
alities as well as English, tried to bting 
about a redress of grievances, but tbe Boer 
had in mind tin preconcerted plan, and he 
took tbe initiative to bring the crisis to a 
climax and threw down the gauntlet and 
brought on a war with the great E-glish 
nation. 
So the peaceful farmer, to satisfy 


tbe desire of bis selfish government, which 
little concerned biro, owing to bis isolation, 
goes to shed hi; blood in combat with Tom- 
my Atkins, who fives up bis life for the 
progress of civilization, which at the close 
of l.ho 19th century still calls upon life to 
print tbe pages ot history. 
The outcome of 


tbe present strife is daily watched with the 
greatest interest, and the result will prove 
to be, if not at present, at some future time, 
for the betterment of tbe world's civiliza- 
tion.

In a case in the supreme court it was 


alleged that 
interlineations had b»en 


made in the pnpers after they were filed, 
and the papers were Ktilmiitted to expert 
chemists to decide whi-thor the interlinea- 
tions had been made -after tbe papers 
were filed or nt the time the paper was 
drawn.
